THE SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


The world moves; so does the United 


States Supreme Court, when It gets 
ready to move It has made a decision 
which brines relief to a large major- 
ity of the people of the United States 
upon a constitutional question that In- 
volves the size of the United States 
and the powers of its government un- 
der the constitution respecting tfrri 
lory at qnirfil. 


The result of the decision is that the 


government, if anything, is a consti- 
tutional government wliors-ver the finx 
flouts and is not an absolutism In any 
sense anywhere in territory unJiT the 
jui IsilU lion of the loumry.
